ST. Louis, May SO.—The Post-Dis- 


patch, in its account of the arrival at

If Lieut. BIftney Iff Convicted an Appeal to 


the Supreme Court Will be Taken. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 30.—The 


court-martial engaged in the trial of 
Lieut. James A. Maney, of the fifteenth 
infantry, for the murder of C'apt. Hed- 
berg at Fort Sheridan, was resumed 
yesterday morning' at Fort Snelling. 
On the calling of the court to order 
Lieut.-Col. Uarr, judge advocate, noted 
the refusal of the United iStates cir- 
cuit court to grant the writ of prohibi- 
tion asked for by the defense. He 
moved that this refusal be made a part 
of the record of the case, and that the 
arguments of counsel be also placed on 
the record. 


F. It. Blair, attorney for Lieut. Ma<- 


ney, preceded the examinations of wit- 
nesses by a formal objection to evi- 
dence tending to show that Lieut. Ma- 
ney provotesd the fatal ouarrel with 
Capt. Hedberg, as these specifications 
constituted the charge 
of murder. 


This is done, it is understood, with a 
view of appealing- to the United States 
supreme court for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus if Maney should be convicted of 
murder and sentenced to confinement 
in a military prison.

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THE determination of Mr. W. P. Rend, 


Chicago coal operator, to open up work 
n his mines near Pittsburg within a 
week, promises to bring on serious 
rouble. Mr. Bend has given the strik- 
iB notice and if they do not return he 
will put colored miners in their places. 
Ele has provided his mine officers with 
stacks of Winchester rifles and boxes of 
ammunition in case of resistance and 
:he miners incensed at the movement 
are gathering arms to fight and threaten 
to shoot the negroes. There is evidently 
an ugly spirit among the strikers in 
Pennsylvania and further bloodshed is 
almost certain to occur. 


AltgeWs Order. 


The order of GOT. Altgeld, of Illinois, 


wi.th regard to the employment of the 
militia against the striking coal-miners 
s open to serious criticism, says the St 
[xjuis Globe-Democrat. He declares 
; lat "it is not the business of soldiers to 
a=t as custodians or guards of private 
property," but "simply to assist the civil 
authorities in preserving the jgeace 
quelling riots and executing the law," 
ind that "when the owner of property 
leels it necessary to have it guarded, he 
must do so at his own expense.'' This is 
certainly a most remarkable view of the 
province of the militia under the condi- 
ions of a strike. According to such a 
heory, no menace against the safety of 
propcrtj—or e\en of life, for that mat 
er—can justify preventhe interference 
>n the part of the soldiers. They must 
:tand idly by with stacked arms while 
hreats are being uttered and prepare- 
ions made to destroy property, having 
no right to act until the torch is applied 
jr some other deed of violence is com- 
mitted. The general understanding of 
he meaning and purpose of government 
s that the laws guarantee protection to 
property in the sense of preventing it 
rom being ipjured; but Gov. Altgeld re- 
udiates the idea, and declares that the 
ight to protection does not attach unti' 
after the injury has been inflicted, or is 
n process of infliction. 


It is easy to remember that in the 


:ase of the Homestead strik, the Carne- 
jie people adopted the plan of providing 
heir own guards for their property, and 
great cry of indignation went up from 
he strikers and their sympathizers in 
xmsequence of such action. 
It was in- 


isted at that time by men of socialistic 
endencies like Gov. Altgeld that the 
mployment of a special armed force by 
n employer tor the protection of his 
ndangered property was a species of 
usurpation and tyranny. Speeches of 
litter condemnation were made against 
t in Congress, and laws were passed by 
arious state legislatures prohibiting it 
as a crime. But the governor of Illinois
